Due 
to the unusual interest generated by the exhibition THE ARCHITECTUAL 
VISION OF PAOLO SOLERI, coverage by the press has been quite extensive 
with many European publications doing reviews. As a result it has been 
difficult to obtain copies of every periodical in which the Gallery is 
mentioned. It is known that there were articles in eleven Scandinavian 
newspapers, Italian papers, Greek, German (DER SPIEGEL - one page w/pho- 
tos, ApriI 5), and French papers. Two of the three television networks, 
ABC and CBS, have completed film reports on the exhibition for their na¬ 
tional evening news programs.

SPECIAL PROJECTS DEPARTMENT 


QUARTERLY 


JANUARY 1 - MARCH 31. 1970 


A. INTERNAL 

1. Continuation of the Fourth Grade Workshop. There were three docent 
training sessions on the Graphics projects designed for this segment. 

2. Continuation of Pre-School Workshop/Tour Program. There were two docent 
training sessions. 298 children attended this quarter and 85 adults accompanied 
the children from the Pre-Schools. (These figures were included in the total 
number of children scheduled for tours by the Education Department). Materials 
related to the Workshop format were distributed to each Pre-School at the time 

of their visit; this is done as part of the plan to further encourage the teachers 
to apply the new skills to their classroom programs. 

3. The Saturday morning Workshop - second session - began, this time in Creative 
Puppetry. Twenty children from the Congress Heights Elementary School in the 
Anacostia area of Washington are attending. The arrangements were made through 

the Anacostia Community School Project which requested assistance in art programming 
from the Special Projects Department. This Workshop has been funded by the 
Coonley Foundation and is integrated. 

A. The Coordinator of Special Projects wrote a comprehensive report of all 
activities, expenditures, goals and projected programs for submission to 

Mr. Aldus H. Chapin and Mrs. Jillian Poole. This report has since been submitted 
to Mr. Robert Elliot, Chairman of the Special Projects Committee of the Board 
of Governors by Mrs. Poole. 

5. The Coordinator of Special Projects drafted proposals to be submitted to 
various funding agents for summer program money. This work was done with 
Mrs. Poole who arranged meetings with Mr. Adolph Slaughter of the Board of 
Governors for final submission of the proposals to Dr. James L. Jones of the 
Mayor's Youth Unit. 

6. Logistics for holding the Summer programs worked on, programs fully designed 
and obtained a committment from last year's personnel to work in the programs. 

B. EXTERNAL 

1. All community workshops continuing. 

2. New Workshops began in January include the Park-Morton Housing Project, 

a new session of the Corcoran-Washington Star Workshop and four in the Anacostia 
Community School Project. 

3. An eight session program designed for the Mini School on differents facets 
of the Gallery operation; speakers included James Pilgrim and Roy Slade. 

A. Filmmaking Workshop continuing with teenagers at George Washington University 
in conjunction with Career in the Arts Program. 

5. Named to Adult Advisory Committee of Youth Leadership Council - Project Progress.

DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 


April 10, 1970 


Much of the first quarter of 1970 has been devoted to making sure 


that our obligations to HUD and the Prudential Insurance Company of America 
are fulfilled -with a regard to their support of the exhibition of Paolo 
Soleri. We have also been seeking additional avenues of funding for a 
traveling exhibition of the Paolo Soleri show. 


Additionally, considerable time has been spent on seeking funds 


for the Special Projects Department, particularly their Simmer Enrichment 
programs. A request for $113*000 to cover these costs has been filed with 
Dr. James Jones, Special Assistant to the Mayor for Youth Opportunity 
Services. The proposal covers funding for 20 mixed media workshops through¬ 
out the Washington community, two photography workshops and one filmmaking 
workshop. 


A request has also been filed with the D. C. Commission on the 


Arts requesting a matching grant of $6,000 to inaugurate a series of 20 
programs in the black arts. 


A request has also been filed with the Queene Ferry Coonley 


Foundation for a $2,000 grant for an emergency discretionary fund for the 
Executive Vice President for the 1970 calendar year. This fund would cover 
either emergencies or unforeseen opportunities which arise from time to 
time and cannot be met through the regular budget. 


The Development Office has also been engaged in laying plans for 


corporate support with the Corporate Subcommittee of the Development Com- 
mitee and organized two luncheons for key leaders of the Washington business 
community. These luncheons were generously underwritten by a member of the 
Board of Governors. 

The Development Office has also presented the Development Committee 
with a comprehensive plan, including goals, for a fall campaign. 


The Development Office has also worked closely with the Manager of 


Public Information on general Gallery publicity as well as the new Corcoran 
Newsletter. 

Prospect research for our capital campaign is proceeding on schedule. 
Over one third of the research on individuals has been completed.

BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


APRIL 16, 1970

The following is a summary of the activities of the plant maintenance staff 
of the Corcoran Gallery of Art from January 1, 1970 to March 31» 1970. 

During this quarter the major exhibition of the work of Paolo Soleri was 
installed. A number of apprentices to Soleri were on hand constructing and 
preparing for the exhibition. The maintenance staff worked with the apprentices 
for seven weeks prior to the show. A number of partitions, platforms, and 
enclosures were constructed and outside contractors were called in to build 
stairs and special platforms. Many galleries were repainted, the skylights in 
several galleries were covered and special lighting and audio-visual systems 
were installed. A small exhibit "Art from Leeds" was also installed during this 
quarter. Four exhibitions were dismantled - the Robert Morris sculpture, the 
Joseph Shannon, Kenneth Parchen, and Mark Moyens exhibits. 

A number of offices were moved and refurbished. The membership and develop¬ 
ment offices were combined requiring the removal of some plumbing; the management 
office was moved in with the controller, the associate director was moved, and the 
architect and historian want to a basement office where a new tile floor was 
installed. A new cloakroom was erected in the south corridor and the antiquities 
cases in gallery 54 were dismantled and the gallery refurbished for painting 
display. 

Extensive work was accomplished in the school during this quarter. The wooden 
floor in the sculpture lab was removed and replaced with concrete .ft a new partition 
erected. An outside sculpture area was cemented and an outdoor kiln dismantled. 

An air-conditioner and a stainless steel sink was installed in the graphics depart¬ 
ment. New lighting was installed in several classrooms. A number of classrooms, 
floors, lockers and tables were painted. 

Outside contractors were consulted about the roof which is in extremely poor 
condition. Major leaks were repaired but work on the roof will be extensive and 
must be considered in the near future. In recent months the heating system has 
had numerous breakdowns due to the old age of the existing pipes. Small emergency 
repairs will continue until the entire system is renovated. 

The maintenance staff prepared the gallery for B films, 13 lectures, 1 concert, 
2 symposia, 1 poetry reading, 1 dance recital, 1 open house, 1 reading, 8 meetings 
and five receptions.
